Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art does not 
show the connection having an elongated tension member with a second end anchored, a 
fastening member attached to the first end, an expansion device being a cylindrical sleeve having 
a central aperture, the sleeve having inner threads, a torsion spring connecting a first and second 
bearing members, the torsion spring biasing the first and second members in opposite rotational 
direction such that at least one of the bearing members being forced to rotate along the thread of 
the surrounding sleeve away from the other bearing member and out of the surrounding sleeve, 
the torsion spring being disposed within the surrounding sleeve, in combination with a resisting 
member that receives the elongated tension member and is disposed between the fastening 
member and the second end of the tension member, the first and second bearing members 
received in the central aperture of the surrounding sleeve and operatively connected to the 
surrounding sleeve, the bearing members being formed with outer axial ends that protrude out of 
the surrounding sleeve, the outer axial end of the first bearing member contacting the fastening 
member, and the outer axial end of the second bearing member contacting the resisting member.
